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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Claims 1-24 stand rejected under 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Fletcher. See final Office action, pp. 4-9. Specifically, in response to Applicants* assertion that, in the instant 
application, the first update service receives the request to update an application to a second later version instead of generating the 
server request as indicated in Fletcher, the examiner notes that at line 58 of column 5, Fletcher indicates that the agent receives an agent 
update request from the server which generates the agent update request, if the the agent needs a newest version level of a software 
component. As for Applicants' argument that the later version of the instant application is advantageously not necessarily the newest 
version as recited in Fletcher, the examiner notes that albeit a later version may not necessarily be the newest version, the newest 
version is nonetheless a later version of a current version.. 
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
